At the meeting of the Finanee Committee 
which was held immediately after the Legis- 
lative Council-on "Thursday last a sum of 
two hundred and four dollars was voted in 
aid of the vote Observatory, Other Charyes, 
to meet the cost of flags required for making 
weather signals for the information of ship- 
nuisters,’ [tis now several montlis since the 


Government decided to adopt the new system’ 


of signalling weather forecasts, which bad 
Leen proposed: by the majority of masters 
frequenting this port and whose propositions 
have heen ‘voiced on different occasions 
during the past three years’ by the Chamber 
of Commerce, and we may now ‘conclude 
that the much desired method of transmit- 
ting such information by the use of conven- 
tional flags will shortly be in use in all the’ 
stations in this colony. 
ing to know whether Waglan and Gap: Rock 
are to be supplied with a series of these 
signals and thus enter into line as’ extra 
typhoon signal stations. ‘The advantages 
which would result from such a measure 


‘would be immense to navigation and the
